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“At Their Own Peril” 

Naval activities which the United States 
government considers inimical to the safety 
of this hemisphere will henceforth be under- 
taken by the Axis powers “at their own peril.” 

There can be no misunderstanding, no 
equivocation henceforth. President Roosevelt 
has spoken clearly and unmistakably. The 
United States Navy has been charged with 
the task of keeping clear of enemy forces all 
those areas of sea which are essential to the 
defense of America. No restrictions were 
placed upon the means to be used for this 
end. Which means, though the President did 
not use these exact words, that from now on 
our Navy will not hesitate to shoot first. 

The Axis powers have been definitely 
branded as pirates in so far as their naval 
actions against non-belligerent ships are con- 
cerned. They have acted as ruthless pirates 
in not one, but half a dozen instances. The 
American Navy will, therefore, carry out its 
evident duty in clearing the American seas 
of piratical forces that would destroy the 
fundamental right of neutral nations to en- 
joy the freedom of the seas, wherever they 
may wish to send their ships. 
| There were some things the President did 

say, in his historic speech of Thursday 
Most impressive omission was, per- 
his failure to define those “defensive 
which the navy is charged to keep 
Such definition is, as a matter of cold 
fact, impossible. For the bounds of such de- 
fensive waters must change with changing 
conditions. Today it is essential to American 
defense that the route over the North At- 
lantic, by which war material is carried to 
Britain, be kept open and safe. Tomorrow, 
if the threat to: the south, from Dakar and 
the West African coast grows greater, it may 
be necessary to declare the south Atlantic, 
over great areas, essential defensive waters. 
The bounds of our defense must be left elastic. 
That is simple logic of strategy. 

There is no doubt the President’s Thurs- 
day speech recognized one more step, forced 
by the Axis powers themselves, drawing this 
country closer to complete participation in 
the war. There must be no misunderstanding 
on this point. It was not the President who 
- took this step. It was the Axis powers, by 
their inhuman, illegal naval policy, which 
brought war with the United States that 
much nearer. The President merely set forth 
the change in situation and told the Ameri- 
can people the inevitable action which must 
meet thgt situation. 

It ogy up to Hitler and his Nazi leaders 
to decide whether this country shall be added 
to those now fighting. Let Germany but ob- 
serve the basic rules of proper warfare, let 
her but refrain from interfering with Ameri- 
can rights, and there will be no clash with 
any American fighting unit. 

But, if Germany persists in her outlawed 
course, if she continues to use piracy in her 
reckless worship of unscrupulous force, the 
consequences are upon her own head. 

The President of the United States, backed 
by the overwhelming force of American public 
opinion, has given final warning. 

t is now up to Hitler to determine whether 
he will dare the might of this country. The 
next few days, or weeks at the most, should 
reveal the Nazi decision.

By What Authority? 

The State Board of Education, spurred 
thereto by Governor Talmadge, on Wednesday 
purchased, for the state, the Monroe A. & M. 
school, which has been operated by David 
(Red) Barron. Exactly what sum is to be 
paid for this school was not made clear, 
though $25,000 is either a part, or the whole, of 
the price. This is to be paid by assuming 
debts of that amount which stand against the 
school. 

It is an extremely unusual thing for a sub- 
division of the state government, such as the 


board of education, to assume for itself au- 


thority to thus expend the state’s money. 
Hitherto it has been the prerogative of the 
state legislature to pass upon such proposals. 
The danger to the state and its financial in- 
tegrity if every board or bureau is to be per- 
mitted to assume such obligations is self- 
evident. 

Regardless of the wisdom of taking over 
the school in question—it may be an excellent 
thing to do—it certainly should not be con- 
summated until after full investigation and 
due. consideration by the properly authorized 
body, the general assembly. 

The constitution of Georgia, in paragraph 
one of Section 8 of Article 7 provides “the 
state shall not assume the debt, nor any part 
thereof, of any county, municipal corporation, 
or political subdivision of the state, unless 
such debt be contracted to enable the state 
to repel invasion, suppress insurrection or de- 
fend itself in time of. war.” 

It would be indeed strange if, while the 
constitution of the state prohibits state as- 
sumption of the debts of any subdivision of 
the state, the State Board of Education, under 
the dictation of the Governor, can assume 
private and personal obligations. 

The act creating the State Board of Edu- 
cation grants no such authority. An amend- 
ment to that act, approved March 27, 1941, 
does authorize the board to accept gifts, 
grants, donations, devises and bequests, and 
to operate such gift properties as vocational! 
and educational institutions. But that act 
never intended that the board should pur- 


chase school plants, either by open and above-— 


board purchase, or by such subterfuge as the 
assumption of outstanding obligations. 

It would seem that purchase, in any man- 
ner, of the Monroe school should first be ap- 
proved by the state legislature, in order that 
the elected representatives of the people 
might curb, if advisable, reckless expenditure 
of the money of the taxpayers.

Golden Opportunity 

The south has a golden opportunity to 
revitalize its agriculture now that defense 
demands call for an expansion of production of 
hogs, eggs, milk, cheese and chickens. There 
remains an oversupply of cotton, and it is futile 
for the south to hope the end of the war will 
bring about a revival of the export market. 

The crux of the matter is the south needs 
this added production in agriculture even 
without taking into consideration demands of 
defense. It is needed to give southern farmers 
essential foods, cash incomes and to give 
southern city dwellers in the lower-pay brackets 
a more adequate diet. The demand will not 
disappear with the emergency. 

Expansion in the production of these needed 
items cannot be left-to the individual farmer. 
Here is a task that can be undertaken only by 
the state’s citizens acting in co-operation with 
the farmers. Bankers, wholesale produce 
dealers, businessmen of all kinds, farm agents, 
school groups, civic clubs, chambers of com- 
merce, all must organize to expand this produc- 
tion. There is a matter of educating farmers in 
the care of cattle and poultry, in building 
pastures, in improving livestock herds and 
chicken flocks and in marketing their produce. 

All the facilities of the state and its citizens 
should immediately be organized for this work. 
Unless it is undertaken wholeheartedly and 
without stint, Georgia will have lost a great 
opportunity to break away for all time from 
the servitude of cotton. 


Georgia Editors Say: 
ADEQUATE DIETS. 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 


Dr. Harold Clark,.of Columbia University, 
tells the food habits committee of the National 
Research Council that “there is no rural com- 
munity in the United States so poor that it can- 
not have an adequate diet.” But of course many 
communities and individual families have any- 
thing but an adequate diet. 

Partly the difficulty is_ distribution. 
largely the trouble is ignorance of food values, 
In the regions where the family income is only 
$35 per year in money, individually owned books 
and magazines are out of the question, libraries 
do not exist and demonstrations by> government 
agents are beyond the understanding of the 
people. 

The best hope in these cases is: through school 
readers. Where these tell how to grow vegetables, 
héw to keep pests out of the garden, how good 
milk is for the child, the news spreads to the 
parents, who ask the children to br-ng the book 
home from school and read them aloud. With the 
knowledge of what to grow and how to grow 
it, the diet may be greatly enriched with little or 
no money expenditure. 

But it is not only the rural poor who need 
more knowledge of what foods are good for 
growing children. City families with good in- 
comes, surrounded by markets full of good foods, 
are often lacking in knowledge. Backbone in 
bringing children up with good eating habits has 
value, too.

LINDBERGH AND POLITICS WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.— 


All of the public speaking 
which Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh is engaging in tends to give 
an air of plausibility to some of the stories written about him re- 
cently that he has finally been bitten by the political bee And is now 
toying with the idea of running for public office. 

Washington no less than Minnesota, Lindbergh’s native state and 
a hotbed of the isolationist views he expounds, has taken this slant 
on his activities.for some time. 

Formerly a shy, timid young man, almost to the point of effem- 
inacy, he now has cast off his reticence completely. Under the spell 
of isolationist cheers, he no longer avoids crowds, but seems willing 
enough to address any audience lending a sympathetic ear to his 
attacks on the administration’s foreign policy. It marks a striking 
transformation in the old Lindbergh way of doing things—a trans- 
formation, as many would have it, suggestive of a political trans- 


fusion. 

WHEELER UNEASY? Senator Wheeler, of Montana, spear- 
head of the isolationist forces in con- 
gress, is aware of the change, and, according to stories going the 
rounds in Washington, is becoming a trifle uneasy over the manner 
in which the aviator has been occupying an increasing share of the 
national spotlight. GeneralHy credited with aspjrations to be the 
isolationist candidate for president in 1944, the Montanan is prob- 

ably suspicious of Lindbergh having similar ambitions. 
It. will be interesting to note whether they appear on the same 
platform together in the future as they have during the recent past. 
Already talk of a Lindbergh political career has taken root in 
Minnesota, although the flyer is now a citizen of New Jersey and 
maintains his summer residence in New York. A poll taken at the 
state fair in St. Paul recently by Farmer-Labor isolationist elements 
showed him to be a two-to-one favorite for the seat in the United 
States senate now held by Joseph H. Ball, 35-year-old Republican 
supporter of the President's foreign policy, who is serving an un- 

expired term to be filled in the elections of next year.

sources may cause a part of its significance to be written off, but 
nevertheless there is recognized to be sufficient noninterventionist 
sentiment in the Lindbergh native state to offer encouragement for 
him to seek the senate seat if he is ambitious in that direction. 

As yet the colonel himself has taken no notice of the embryonic 
groundswell; none publicly, at least. Some of his intimates say 
he prefers to wait for bigger game, hopeful, perhaps, of securing a 
place on the presidential ticket which Senator Wheeler and the iso- 
lationists are thinking of in terms of 1944. 

Despite his New Jersey citizenship, Lindbergh has ample time 
before the congressional primaries of next year to make himself 
eligible for the Minnesota senate race. He could enter the Re- 
publican primaries there by re-establishing his residence in the state 
six months in advance, or he would be eligible to file as an inde- 
pendent if he moved back to the state no more than one month before 
the November elections. 


THINGS HE HAS SAID Not only the many public appear? 

ances he has been making in his 
speaking tour as a champion of the isolationist cause, but some of 
the things he has been saying, have given rise to the suspicion that 
the colonel is planning to mingle politics with his flying. He has 
been harping much on the need for “new national leadership,” evi- 
dently oblivious of the fact that the country passed on this less 
than-a year ago. ? 

Aside from his hatred of President Roosevelt and his intense 
dislike of all things British, both of which he has revealed in many 
instances, one of the motivating influences behind Lindbergh, if he 
decides to run for the senate, undoubtedly will be a desire to vindi- 
cate his father, the late Charles A. Lindbergh Sr., who sought the 
same office twice on a radical Farmer-Labor pacifist platform, only 
to be defeated. 


IN FATHER’S STEPS? A veteran of ten years’ service in 

the lower house, Lindbergh Sr. sac- 
rificed his political career by the same sort of opposition to Ameri- 
can foreign policy under the Wilson administration as his son 1s 
now making against the Roosevelt policy. In the house he was 
aligned with the isolationists of that day, sought to force a nego- 
tiated peace, fought the arming of American merchantmen, and 
opposed the United States entry into the war. Running for governor 
of Minnesota on a radical agrarian peace platform, he was swamped 
at the polls in 1918, as he had been two years before for the senate. 
Later government ‘agents confiscated a pro-German, antiwar book 


he had written.

UNINTENDED WISDOM In years gone by some qQwag is re- 

ported to have said, “You can get 
a boy out of the country, but you can’t get the country out of the 
boy.” No doubt intended originally as a wise crack at the awk- 
wardness and shyness of a son of the soil as compared to the polish 
and forwardness of his city-bred brother. When the wag uttered 
those words—if ever he did—he did not realize that they were the 


words of a sage and a more truthful statement was never made, 


A few decades ago there was a tendency on the part of boys and 
girls on the farms to flock to the cities. It created quite a problem 
and Aas the subject of much complaining on the part of those back 
home. ‘Those primarily interested in agriculture were becoming 
alarmed at this steady exodus of the youth from the farm. 

Our cities are full of boys and girls: that were born and reared 
on the farm. They left the farm for better opportunities for self- 
improvement. The lonesomeness of rural life, the uncertainty of 
markets and the endless drudgery discourged them. 


HANDICAPPED IN EDUCATION They were handicapped 

: in obtaining an education 
due to the distance and inaccessibility to the one-room schoolhouse 
of that day. Life at home was a dull routine of hard labor and long 
hours of solitude, especially in the winter months... Everything 
seemed to work against them. 

They found their place in the rapidly expanding cities and have 
made an invaluable contribution to the development and life of our 
prosperous cities. Any number of them have become leaders in 
various fields of activities and have exerted a wholesome influence 
on the life of these cities. 

Many of them never forgot the country and its way of life. The 
desire for a bit of acreage where they could have a garden, a cow, 
chickens, a pig and such, smoldred within. Periodical trips back 
home to visit the folks and neighbors at Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas time only served to whet their appetites for the things they 
wanted and stirred anew their longing to again get close to the soil. 

As the years rolled past, these country-hungry boys and girls have 
observed, on these periodical visits, a gradual transformation taking 
place in the rural sections. 


“COUNTRY” HAS CHANGED Paved and all-weather vente 


now reach in every direction. 


#Modern consolidated school buildings have taken the place of the 


one-room schoolhouse. Buses travel a scheduled route to take chil- 
dren to and from their school. Rural electrification has spread its 
network of poles and wires, carrying electricity to farm homes in 
most remote sections. Power motors perform countless duties and 
afford relief from the slow, back-breaking tasks once performed by 
manual labor. Power pumps drive a steady stream of water to 
every part of the house, where cold and hot water taps are at the 
fingertips. There are the shining bathtubs and sanitary conveniences 
as modern as any in the city. The telephone people have not been 
asleep, for there it is to put you in close touch with the outside 


world. 
DRIFTING BACK _§ Those boys and girls in whom a bit of 
the country still remain are now gradually 
drifting back to the farm. They no longer hesitate to give up the 
comforts and conveniences they have in the city—they know they 
have them in the country, too. There is no grand rush about get- 
ting back to the country, but it is a steady return of the native to 
the sail. 

With them they bring a contribution and experience that is 
valuable to this new order that is being builded in rural Georgia, 
They learned much in the city and their wits have been sharp- 
ened. They learned much of the wiles of political demagoguery, 
and of modern business methods. This knowledge they impart to 
their friends and neighbors when they return home and add much 
to the general scheme of things to make a better and brighter era 


of rural life. 
ANOTHER GROUP There is another group that is seeking to 
get close to the soil. That is the pros- 

perous city-bred and reared man. He is the man who has grown 
somewhat tired of the crowds; his business life has been successful 
and he now has more leisure time. This group is buying farms and 
building homes in communities adjacent to the cities. Somewhere 
in them there has been a smoldering desire to get close to the 
soil too. 

All of this goes back to an experience of my own. When I was 
a boy my father took the family to the country to live one summer. 
There I experienced a taste of some of the things I have been telling 
you about. With that exception, I have lived for many years in 
the city, in apartment houses, hotels and dwellings. For some reason 
or other there seems to have been within me a desire to live in 
the country. My work as editor and publisher of a weekly news- 
naper in a rural section has brought me in close contact with our 
farm problems for many years. This was more or less routine duty 
until four years ago, when I bought myself a place in the country. 
When I bought the place I gratified a longing that had been wit! 
me for many years. I built a home out there-and moved into it 
early in the spring. My friends in town were inclined to laugh 
at me. They confidentially predicted I would be back in the city 
by frost time. I am still out there, living there the year round, 
and unless something happens which I can’t control, I will live 
there to the end of my days. 

After all, I am just a country boy who has at last gotten back 
to the country.
